CROP BEING 
HARVESTED 


Harvesting of southern Tulare 

County’s first castor, bean’ crop 
is underway this week at the 
Ralph Gunderson ranch in ‘the 
Vandalia district, with RB. A. 
Hougland, agronomist for the 
Baker Castor Oil company, super- 
vising the operation. 
. Yield on the three-fifth acre 
experimental plot is estimated 
at thee w.ivalent of 2,000 pounds 
per acre, with base price guaran- 
teed by the company amcunting 
to seven and one-half cents per 
pound, but since beans harvested ~ 
will be used for seed, it is pos- 
sible that the price may run 
higher. 

Mr. Hougland states that the 
Baker company, with plants in 
the east and in Los Angeles and 
San Diego, has, for the past two 
years, been experimenting, under 
field conditions, with various 
types of castor bean varieties 
in an effort to develop a commer- 
cial plant suitable for agricul- 
tural uses in the San Joaquin 
valley and in the middlewest. 

In Midwest 

Plant breeding fields are main- 
tained in Imperial valley and in 
the states of Oklahoma and IIli- 
nois, about 2,000 acres of castor 
beans are now under cultivation.

Pointers On Feeding Of Dairy Calves 
Are Given By Assistant Farm Advisor 


Overteoding dairy calves is a 
common mistake, according to 
C. L. Pellissier, assistant farm 
advisor, University of California 
Agricultural Extension service. 
Trying to make a calf grow fast- 
er by feeding it too much will 
result in indigestion and scour- 
ing. 

The milk for each calf must 
be measured. A spring scale with 
a hook for the pail can be used. 
The calf should not be fed as

much as it can hold, nor should 
any sudden changes be made in 
the quality or quanity of the 
milk. ; 

Resist Disease 

A norma] calf. should take its 
first feeding on the mother’s 
first milk. The mother’s milk 
contains substances that will 
help the calf resist diseases dur- 
ing its early life. After a day 
and a half, or two days, it can 
be removed from the dam and 
taught to drink whole milk from 
a pail. 

The calf should receive whole 
milk during the first two weeks 
of its life. Small or weak calves 
may need it a little longer. At 
the college of agriculture at Da- 
vis, Jersey calves get four to 
six pounds of milk a day during 
the first ten days after they have 
be@én taken from the dam. Hol- 
stein calves get six to eight lbs. 
a day, depending upon their size. 
A good rule to follow is to feed 
a calf slightly less than one 
pound of milk to éach ten pounds 
of his body weight. 

Three Feedings 

A calf should be fed morning, 
noon, and night during the first 
two or three weeks. From then 
on twice a day is enough. After 
it is ten days old, concentrates

and roughage should be availabe 
at all time. 

For the first two months the 
milk should be fed at 90 degrees 
to 100 degrees. As the calf grows 
older, the milk need not be quite 
so warm. It should never be 
cold, however. If the milk is too 
rich in fat it should be diluted 
with water or partially skimmed, 
as it may cause indigestion.

Brash Tene 
Almond Harvester 
Showing Promise 


First brush-type harvester for 
ulmcnds are making their ap- 
pearance in the 1948 season, 
reports A. D. Rizzi, assistant 
farm advisor, University of Cali- 
fornia Agricultural Extension 
service. 

The University has. been as- 
sisting the almond growers in 
the interest of maximum progress 
\ ith their ‘‘brushers’’. Several 
drazy-brush types of machines 
are being tried from Los Angeles 
to Chico, but rotary-b)ush mach- 
ines are making the greatest 
in the first year of 
field development of ‘‘brushers,” 
according to Ralph Parks, specia- 
list in agricultural engineering 


of the Agricuitural Extension 
Service. 
Some observeis think the 


brush-type machines will have 
a number of advantages over 
their fore-runner the suation 
harvester, first introduced in 
the 1946 season. They will come 
as an attachment for the trac- 
tor, will cost less than half as 
much as the suction harvester, 
move at much greater speeds, 
raise less dust, and repair bilis 
will be lighter. 

The almond harvester has al- 
ready proved it can reduce har- 
vesting costs to about $20 per 
acre, speed up hulling, and eli- 
minate the need for a drier. Pos- 
sibly new harvesters with built- 
in hullers will enable growers 
to take the crop direct to the 
packing houses. 

Progress with the almond pick- 
ers is, being watched by walnut 
rowers in all parts of the state 
hoping to discover ways to reduce 
harvesting costs. All of the mach- 
ines developed so far show pro- 
rise of being adopted to-the har- 
vesting of walnuts and all of 
the progress and discoveries that 
are made with the almond in- 
vestigations will place the mach- 
ine that further ahead for use 
in walnut harvesting.

A report from the office of Tu- 
lare County Agricultural 'Com- 
missioner Oscar 
states that the harvest of sur- 
mer 
for shipment, that a large volume 
of Thompson grapes is moving 
to wineries and is being dried, 
that Emporer grapes are being 
picked for storage and that fum- 
isation of citrus groves is draw - 
ing to a close. 

The report covered the period 
August 25 to September 24 and 
showed that during the period, 
inspectors from the office of the 
commissioners inspected 1,095 
cars and 183,390 crates of fresh 
fruit shipments from Tulare 
county, 405 cars, 283  truck- 
loads and 478,701 crates of ve- 
getables and melons and inspcct- 
ed 110 acres of citrus. 


Other inspections and_ the 
county rodent control programs 
were also carried on during the 
period.

The plot is located along the 
west side of the grape planting. 
The results to be presented at 
the meetings are the results of 
ten years of observations and 
investigations carried on by A. 
D. Rizzi and members of the Viti- 
culture division of the college 
of agriculture at Davis. This 
is the first time that information 
of this type has been obtained 
in the field and made available 
to growers. 

The work was started in 1936 
with an observation plot in an 
Emporer vineyard growing on 
1613 rootstock. This work was 
established in an effort to deter- 
mine what effect the rootstock 
was having on the quality of 
grapes that were being produced. 
The information to be presented 
at the Tuesday meetings is of 
particular interest to grape grow- 
ers who are planning to plant 
Emporer grapes either an ersis- 
tant rootstock or on their own

Olive Scale 
Control Methods 
Are Suggested 


BY KARL W. OPITZ 
Assistant Farm’ Advisor 

Many olive growers in Tulare 
county are troubled with much 
scale damage fruit in their groves 
this season. In many instances 
this condition may be attributed 
to inadequate oil spray cover- 
age, too low concentrations of 
oil, or lack of proper timing of 
spray applications. 

With certain groves, however, 
it seems that one good spray job 
per year is not enough, The build 
up of the olive parlatoria scale 
has been very rapid in many 
cases Where the previous season’s 
infestation has been. heavy. 

With growers who depend up- 
on oil sprays for scale control, 
the only solution to repeated, 
losses from scaly fruit seems to 
be two applications per year. This 
is done during the winter period 
until March and between June 
15 and July 15 of the same year. 

Fortunately, there are mater- 
ials other than oil which may 
be used for scale control. In re- 
sponse to the requests of olive 
growers the Extension Service of

From the Porterville Enter- 
prise of October 19, 1889, comes 
the story of @ second meeting 
of the Tule River Agricultural 
association ‘with the -riparian- 
ist and water appropriators 
along the Tule river to consider 
a plan which had been suggest- 
ed a week earlier to form a cor- 
poration “to be organized for 
the purpose of distributing as 
nearly equally as possible the 
water of Tule river among the 
riparian ‘proprietors and the 
ditch owners of said stream.”

last week’s issue of The Farm 
Tribune, called for a “pooling”’ 
of water rights along the river, 
with corporation stock’ issued to 
individuals in ‘return for their

Company Plan

Tests At Davis 

Variety tests on castor beans 
are also being conducted at Davis 
under direction of Dr. P. F. 
Knowles, who assumed responsi- 
bility for work started by the 
late Dr. Gilmore during the re- 
cent World war when it appear- 
ed that a serious shortage of 
castor oil might develop. 

Interest in the commercial pos- 
sibilities of castor beans is stim- 
u'ated by the fact that castor 
oil is now being used as a dry- 
ing medium in new paints and 
varnishes. The oil is also used in 
soap, the manufacturing of syn- 
thentic rubber, as an additive 
to lubricating oils, as a base for 
hydraulic fluids, as an indigent 
in the manufacture of plastics 
and in connection with certan 
processing in the handling of 
petroleum products. 

At the present itme, principal 
supply of castor beans comes 
from Brazil, where the crop 
grows wild. The Baker Castor 
Oil company, according to Mr. 
Hougland, is the largest proces- 
sor of castor oi] in the nation, 
handling from cne-half to three- 
quarters of all beans imported 
and holds more than 100 patents 
on products from castor oil. 

Plan of the company is to 
assisw agricultural agencies in 
developing a commercial castor 
bean crop in California to supply 
their southern California plant.

By-Products 

Mr. Hougland states that it 
is practical to place processing 
plants in areas where large com- 
mercial acreages of the beans are 
developed. He says that stalks cf 
the bean plant, amounting to 
from 10 to 20 tons per acre 
on presently-developed varieties, 
are used in the manufacturing 
of. paper. 

With castor beans running 50 
per cent or more in oil, there 
is a possibility that the bean 
may develop into the highest 
producer of vegetable oil on a 
basis of acreage planted. After 
oil is removed, the press cake 
is used for fertilizer, being high 
in protein content. A toxic ele- 
ment that is present in the bean 
makes the cake unusable for 
livestock feed. 

Present indications are that 
efforts will be made to increase 
experimental acreages in the San 
Joaquin valley fext season, Mr. 
Hougland states.

Trace Elements Seem To Improve Cotton 
In Experiment At Julius Damann Ranch

prepared by the Westwell: com- 
pany of Whittier, had apparently 
brought beneficia] results to a 
cotton . plant that was growing 
in a corner of a garden on, the 
Damann ranch where the mix 
had. been applied for the benefit 
or bushes. 

‘Elements chosen for the ex- 
perimental application were those 
present in the commercial mix. 
Next year, Mr. Damann states, 
he. plans to experiment further 
with different percentages of 
trace elements, other elements 
and periodic application through 
the season to determine the pro- 
per time of application, the mest 
beneficial elements and the pro- 
per amounts in relation to soil 
types. ; 

New Field 

Results obtained this season 
by Mr. Damann. have attracted 
the attention’ of farm advisors 
and cotton growers and during 
the past week, officials of the 
Westwell company visited the 
experimental plots. 


Although the use of trace ele- 


ments is common practice in 
some agricultural areas of the 
nation, it has been generally be- 
lieved that their introduction 
was not necessary in California 
soil. A possible new field in agri- 
cultural production is being open- 


ed by the Damann experiments, | 


Mr.,.Damann emphasizes, how- 


haps three or four years to de- 


termine commercial possibilities 


of. trace elements. 
Results Not Final 
He warns that no cotton farm- 
er should eccept his results as 


until a ‘number of questions are 
answered concerning application 
of trace elements through fur- 
ther experimentation. . 

Any farmer who desires to in- 
troduce the trace elements into 
his soii should do so on an ex- 
perimental basis and on a small 
area and not risk results on an 
entire crop, according to: Mr. 
Damann. 

Plans to extend his trace ele- 
ment experiments into grain and 
pasture next .season are being 
made now by Mr. Damann.
